American Federation of Labor, who 
figured prominently in IMulhall's story 
as the object of a long-contiuued at- 
tack by those who attempted to bribe 
him and force him to give up his 
fight in 'behalf of labor legislation, 
has made public a derailed report. 


The report is one that the labor 


leader prepared in 1007 after his ex- 
perience with Broiighton Brandenburg 
now a convict in Sing Sing.

get along with the .teacher; were not 
promoted, or wanted to go to work." 
Two were working to help pay for 
a piano. One of these was a cash girl 
of 14 years who had left the ninth 
grade to go to work in a departmen 
store for $2.00. Later she got $2.; 
per week. Another 'Was a girl of i 
from the eighth grade, who went t 
work in a corset factory for .$1.0 
and rose to $4.S2 per week. Still an 
other girl was taking music lesson 
and contributing to the payment o 
a piano. 


Twenty-seven girls were found a 


home. In some cases they 
had 'let 


school .to help with the housework 
while a few left at a time of temper 
ary stress and then had not return 
ed. Four girls had changed place, 
with the mother, who worked in a 
corset factory, laundry, or some sucl 
place, while the girl, whose wage 
earning power was small, kept housi 
for the mother of the children. 


Curious differences as to what the 


parents thought they 
could 
afford 


were discovered. The mother of 


_ :amily of eight children living appar- 


ently in Object poverty, would have 
been glad to 
have 
sacrificed 
and 


pinched still further to have had her 
daughter stay In school- longer, if she 
would. The mother of another family 
of six( living in a comfortable apart- 
ment house, with hardwood floors, 
piano and other luxuries, said her 
daughter wished to stay in school 
longer, but the burden of support- 
ing the family was too heavy for the 
father to 'bear alone; so the girl was 
taken out of school to go ;o -work. A 
visit to a 'Swedish family revealed a 
carpenter and his wife, a washerwo- 
man, who had just built and 'owned 
a new three-story apartment house. 
Yet the 15 year old daughter with a 
seventh grade education had been sent 
.to work in a papergoods factory at 
•$2.00 per week. The question "why 
did you leave school" was put to 33G 
more mature workers in the corset 
trade. Ninety-one per cent of these 
women had left school 'between the 
ages of 14 and 16, and fully 30 .per 
cent because of their dislike of a 
school or 'because they wanted to go 
to work. Of 74 workers in a clothing 
factory, 8-5 .per cent had left school 
between the ages of 13 and' 16, and 
of these 25 per cent left school of 
their own volition. 


In the opinion of the Board of Ed- 


ucation conditions such as found at 
Worcester emphasize the imperative 
need for special training of a prac- 
tical sort for girls between-1-3 and 15. 
In the main the girls left school sim- 
ply because they disliked the school 
i
